Egypt, Israel 
Exchange Fire 
Across Canal 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israel and 
Egypt battled with artillery, 
tank guns, mortars and small 
arms across the Suez Canal for 
two hours today before U.N. ob­ 
servers arranged a cease-fire. It 
was the first fighting across {be 
canal in ll days. 
Each side claimed the other 
started the fighting. 
The Israeli army reported no 
casualties but said it twice si­ 
lenced the Egyptian fire. Egypt 
claimed its gunners downed an 
Israeli helicopter and silenced 
most of the Israeli guns, which 
it said concentrated on Port 
Suez. 
An Israeli army spokesman 
said 30 minutes after the first 
exchange: 
“The 
Egyptians 
opened artillery and mortar fire 
in the Port Taufiq-Por Suez re­ 
gion. Our forces returned the 
fire. 
“Later the Egyptians extend­ 
ed artillery, mortar and light 
arms fire to Dwad Suwar.

torney, Pollack clung to his con­ 
viction that Sirhan Is not a men­ 
tal cripple who can be excused 
from responsibility for the as­ 
sassination last June 5. 
But he conceded he had sub­ 
mitted a report that Sirhan suf­ 
fered a substantial mental ill 
ness and that this “should be 
considered a substantial miti­ 
gating factor in the matter of 
nenalty.” 
“Do you think,” asked Coop­ 
er. “it is mitigating to the ex­ 
tent of reducing it from first de­ 
cree murder to second degree” 
“No,” Pollack said. 
“Is it sufficient to mitigate 
from death to life:” 
“Yes.” 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 
Command today announced two 
more big sweep operations in 
tile northern part of South Viet­ 
nam. One force of 3,000 U.S. 
Marines is operating in the 
northwest corner of the country, 
while another 8,000 Leather­ 
necks are combing jungled foot­ 
hills southwest of Da Nang. 
Marine casualties in one of 
the operations are running far 
above the 7-to-l kill ratio that 
has prevailed over most of 
South Vietnam during the ene­ 
my’s current spring offensive. 
U.S. headquarters said 26 Ma­ 
rines and 59 North Vietnamese 
had been killed so far in Opera­ 
tion Purple Martin and 80 Ma­ 
rines wounded, a kill ratio of 
less than 2.3 to I. 
Operation 
Purple 
Martin, 
named far the peace memorial 
bird tower built by the Young 
Men’s Business Club of Lake 
Charles, La., is centered about 
seven miles below the western 
flank of the demilitarized zone 
and about the same distance 
from the Laotian border. 
It was launched March 23 by 
3,000 Marines from the 4th Regi­ 
ment looking for North Viet­ 
namese infiltration trails from 
Laos into South Vietnam. 
These Marines are sweeping 
about nine miles northwest of 
the abandoned combat base at 
Khe Sanb, while 3,000 Marines 
of the 3rd regiment carry on Op­ 
eration Maine Crag south of 
Khe Sank. Maine Crag was an­ 
nounced last week. 
Farther south along the bor­ 
der, more than 2,000 American 
paratroopers are searching the 
A Shau Valley, the biggest 
North Vietnamese supply base 
and staging area in South Viet­ 
nam. Their sweep is called Op­ 
eration Massachusetts Striker. 
Thus there are about 8,000 
American 
troops 
sweeping 
along the Laotian border in 
these three operations designed 
to choke off North Vietnamese 
troop replacements and war 
supplies to support the Ene­ 
my’s spring offensive. 
In the second operation des- 
closed today, Oklahoma Hills, 
about 8,000 men of the 1st Ma­ 
rine Division began sweeping 
last Monday in jungled foothills 
20 miles west-southwest of Da 
Nang. The U.S. Command said 
there was no significce to the 
name of the operation. 
To date in Operation Oklaho­ 
ma Hills 12 enemy and one Ma­ 
rine have been killed and 31 Ma­ 
rines wounded.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
buck is nearing the President 
Nixon's desk on the Model Cities 
question—one of the thorniest 
items in the social welfare lega­ 
cy of the Johnson Administra­ 
tion. 
Nixon’s Urban Affairs Council 
is expected to ask him next 
week to put the full weight of 
his office behind a revamped 
program, sources say. 
But none of his advisers will 
he able to tell the President 
with certainty the ultimate cost 
of the five-year experiment now 
geared to -,150 of the nation’s 


poorest neighborhoods. 
Nor can anyone give him an 
ironclad guarantee that the pro­ 
gram, committed to widespread 
community participation, will 
work. 
Model Cities seeks to unite 
scattered federal, state and pri­ 
vate efforts in a coordinated as­ 
sault on poverty and blight.

Carney Blasts 
GOP Handling 
01 Bond Issues

: Carney, D-33 Youngstown, said

“ The people of Ohio have been

said. 


He said Ohioans thought they 
were voting for bond issues in 
1963 and 1965 “ but the adminis­ 
tration knew better.” 
Carney said the Rhodes ad­ 
ministration has issued only $4« 
million in bonds out of $530 mil­ 
lion approved by the voters. 
“ The rest has been used as 
collateral for the purchase of 
short-term notes,” Carney said. 
He said the notes have been 
used “ in a financial gamble 
that has cost taxpayers $30 m il­ 
lion in interest payments over 
the past five years. Ohio keeps 
renewing these risky 
n o t e s 
every year, paying the interest, 
and praying for a change 
in 
the money market.” 
He added: 
“ The principal of $540 million 
remains virtually unpaid. This 
cannot continue.” 
Carney asked the legislature 
to “ take a long, hard look” as 
to what has been going on in 
the office of Treasurer John D. 
Herbert since 1964. 
“ We suggest that the adminis­

sell the bonds at the present 
market and stop gambling with 
short-term notes,” Carney add­ 
ed.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
“The Rhodes administration’s 
bond issues are a fraud,” Sen­ 
ate Minority Leader Charles J. 
Carney, D-33 Youngstown, said 
today. 
“The people of Ohio have been 
misled and tricked,” Carney 
said. 
He said Ohioans thought they 
were voting for bond issues in 
1963 and 1965 “but the adminis­ 
tration knew better.” 
Carney said the Rhodes ad­ 
ministration has issued only $40 
million in bonds out of $530 mil­ 
lion approved by the voters. 
“The rest has been used as 
collateral for the purchase of 
short-term notes,” Carney said. 
He said the notes have been 
used “in a financial gamble 
that has cost taxpayers $30 mil­ 
lion in interest payments over 
tile past five years. Ohio keeps 
renewing these risky 
n o t e s 
every year, paying the interest, 
and praying for a change 
in 
the money market.” 
He added: 
“The principal of $540 million 
remains virtually unpaid. This 
cannot continue.” 
Carney asked the legislature 
to “take a long, hard look” as 
to what has been going on in 
the office of Treasurer John D. 
Herbert since 1964. 
“We suggest that the adminis­ 
tration begin immediately to 
sell the bonds at the present 
market and stop gambling with 
short-term notes,” Carney add­ 
ed.

Theologians Say Man Needs Resurrection

Man is on the road, going 
somewhere. Loaded 
with the 
past, piling on the present, he’s 
always moving, pushing on. To 
where? To what? He’s not sure. 
But he’s 
seeking 
something 
better. • 
He hasn’t got it made, not 
yet. He’s restless, chronically 
unsatisfied, never quite content. 
Oh, there are good moments, 
the 
partial achievements, the 
temporary truces and delights. 
The objective, the full con­ 
summation, still lies ahead. Just 
what it 
is remains unclear. 
It’s vague, elusive, nebulous. 
But the search for It goes on.' 
Man hasn’t arrived. He’s still 
hunting home. 
Movement is his mode and, 
as the pop song puts it, “the 
times, they are a-changing.” 
Ifs the 
long pilgrimage — 
what some philosophers call the 
continuing “creative process” in 
which life still is in the making 
and man is not 
just a static 
‘ ‘ b e i n g ’ ’ but a constant 
“becoming.” 
“The world as a whole is in 
process and is a process,” says 
an Episcopal theologian, the 
Rev. Norman Pittenger. “Ifs 
not a finished 
and settled 
system.” 
Its finishing still beckons up 
ahead, summoning people tow­ 
ard it. And they move, striving, 
blundering, discovering, fight­ 
ing, negotiating, slipping back­ 
ward, pressing on again. 
And the goal? A full future, 
a total tomorrow, or as Pierre 
Teilhard de Chardin calls it, the 
“Omega-point.” 
If s what Seripturc terms “a 
new heaven and a new earth” 
—- 
“eternal 
life” 
— 
the 
“kingdom of God.” Whatever 
name it’s given, its the call 
to 
completion, 
the 
pull 
to 
wholeness, Hie drumbeat of an 
uncrimped destination. 
But the way is rough, the 
going wobbly and wavering. 
Man “is bound to a future, 
not because he has a road map 
but because he has a promise,” 
says a Lutheran theologian, the 
Rev. Or. Martin Marty. “The 
Christian gathering moves in 
the light of images bounced off 
a screen at the end of history.” 
“It’s a distant glimmer, on 
a far horizon. Often, in the 
shadows 
of man’s failures, 
phoniness, anxiety and dying, 
ifs hard to see. Ifs not the 
thorough and final illumination. 
Yet ifs a signal, a pointer, a 
direction. 
And its chief bearer is con­ 
sidered the risen Christ — ‘the 
light of the world.”

It is to Christians the 
prime promise, the developing, 
purifying seed sown in earthly 
life, the

design, the sign and seal of the 
great eschaton. 
Historically, it lies in the past, 
but functionally, it is regarded 
as working in every present, yet 
always out in. front, in advance, 
leading toward a 
new 
a n d 
perfected 
order, 
a 
“new 
creation.” 
The resurrection’s “reality is 
the most 
powerful 
religious 
symbol of what is truly possible 
as the future, the future which 
de facto 
already has com­ 
menced in Jesus as the Christ,” 
writes a Catholic theologian, 
the Rev. Edward Schillebeeckx. 
In that perspective, 
much 
current theology conceives of 
God, not just as past creator 
and present sovereign, but as 
the “power of the future,” as 
“He Who is ahead of us,” the 
“Dieuen-avant,” the “One who 
is to come. 


actions. It depends on Another, 
in the Biblical view, on the 
unswervingly loving character 
of God, on intervening grace. 
God alone “is man’s future 
and his hope,” says the 
late 
great Swiss theologian K a r l 
Barth. “If he did not have God 
before him in his death and thus 
in his end, he would have noth­ 
ing ahead of him. But God is the 
future of his present.” 
And the resurrection, that 
peculiar, undefinable, luminous 
enigma, both in history and out 
of 
it, 
flashed 
the 
infinite 
potentialities into the heart of 
humankind. 
“And I, when I am lifted up 
from the earth, will draw all 
men to myself,” He said. 
The missionary - apostle Paul 
called it the “revelation of the 
mystery which was kept secret 
since the world began, but now 
is 
made 
manifest.” 
It’s 
a 
boundless vision. 
Because of it, Christianity has 
sometimes been portrayed as a 
flight from reality, what Karl 
He is seen as the beacon of Marx 
termed 
an 
illusory 
hope, 
always 
up 
forward, 
tugging man onward. 
“Behold, I have set before 
you an open door, which no one 
is able to shut,” read the words 
of the exalted Christ in the Book 
of Revelation. 
It’s a big offer, a portal to 
undreamed 
possibilities 
but 
man’s blotchy record and his 
innate fallibilities, summed up 
in his certain death, leaves him 
somewhat ill-equipped to attain 
that grand gateway into eter­ 
nity. 
In fact, he can’t, as well he 
knows and as Judeo-Christianity 
recognizes. Ifs impossible for 
him to make it on bis own. 
He’s trapped in his mortality, 
in his vanity, misjudgments, 
avarice, rivalry, sickness and 
wariness of love. 
In 
Scriptural 
terms, 
he’s 
crippled by “sin,” by his self- 
centered alienation from the 
wholeness of life 
itself, firm 
his Maker and his fellow men, 
a self-inverted streak that has 
wreaked 
hostility 
and 
op­ 
pression through tile centuries. 
The distrust and conflict, both 
individual and social, goes on, 
the arrogant 
despotisms, the 
greed, 
the 
imbalances, 
the 
rampages and wreckage, the 
bursting 
shells, 
the insular 
suspicions 
and, 
as James 
Baldwin says 
maybe “the fire 
next time.” 
“We know that the whole 
creation has been groaning in 
travail together 
until now,” 
writes St. Paul, “and not only 
we ourselves, who have 
the 
first fruits of the Spirit, groan 
inwardly as we wait for adop­ 
tion as sons.” 
Ifs a bitter bind, he notes, 
yet “subjected in hope.” 
Man can work at overcoming 
it, and sometimes make head­ 
way, in part, and that’s his 
responsibility, but the zig-zag 
course of history refutes any 
assumption that man can fully 
perfect existence by his own 


“opiate of the people” that 
divorces them from the struggle 
to rectify world conditions. Ac­ 
tually, 
ifs just the opposite. 
Its chief symbol is a rack of 
torture, the cross, and it points 
not 
only 
to 
the 
eventual 
conquest of the world’s in­ 
firmities, but also to the painful 
ordeal required for that ac­ 
complishment. The mandate is 
for 
confidence, 
based 
on 
sacrificial effort. 
“You will drink my cup,” 
Jesus told his men. ‘If any man 
would come after Me, let him 
deny himself and take up his 
cross and follow Me.” 
He said those who labor to 
bring peace and righteousness 
in the world, to head the woes 
of the hungry, tile poor, the 
abused, sick and Imprisoned 
will face opposition and travail, 
but in the end, this eternal 
decree: 
“Come, O blessed of My 
Father, 
inherit the kingdom 
prepared for you from 
the 
foundations of the world . . . 
Truly, I say to you, as you did 
it for one of tile least of these 
My brethren you did it for Me.” 
The 
resurrection, 
and 
the 
cross through which it came, 
offers 
no 
easy 
living, 
no 
promised prosperity, no escape 
from misfortunes and the scars 
of battle, nor any other built-in 
safeguards against trouble. 
Rather, it says that in suf­ 
fering and selfless commitment, 
to the point of death, lies the 
strange alchemy that silently 
and inexorably negates evil and 
will at length destroy it, even 
death itself. 
“Fight the good fight in the 


powers, nor height, nor depth, 
nor 
anything 
else 
in 
all 
creation, 
will 
be 
able 
to 
separate us from the love of 
God in Christ Jesus, our Lord.” 
However, if the ultimate pros­ 
pects are so magnificent, what 
necessity is there in toiling for 
the partial, ambiguous gains of 
history Why not just stand by, 
and let God effect the entire 
solution? 
Because, Biblically, it can’t 
happen that way. 
Man is part of the process. 
He possesses free will; he’s 
responsible, 
individually 
and 
collectively. He is not goose- 
stepped, robot-like, into eter­ 
nity. His big 
chance remains 
optional, up to him. He can 
obliterate his identity, or, with 
God’s help, reclaim it. 
Father Schillebeck says that 
just as man, in his freedom, 
has muddled his history and 
can’t remake it alone, it also 
is only “in and through his 
freedom” that God transforms 
it into a saving event. “Via 
human freedom, grace is thus 
able to change history itself.” 
Even now, new realities are 
showing up in history, modem 
developments that tend to make 
the world 
an interdependent 
neighborhood, 
a 
planetary 
partnership, 
overcoming 
the 
super-individualism and super~ 
n a t i o n a l i s m that ruptures 
human unity. 
It involves a kind of con­ 
vergence of consciences, skills 
and materials, in which the 
lives of persons and nations is 
increasingly 
shared, 
through 
intensified specialties and ex­ 
changed goods 
and 
services, 
even the sharing of transplanted 
human organs. 
Technologies have facilitated 
the 
promotion 
of 
mutual 
knowledge, understanding and 
well-being, stimulating drives to 
reconcile racial 
economic and 
other cleavages. It is a world 
of dynamic movement, open- 
ended, packed with risk and 
untold potentialities. 
“Behold, the new has come,” 
Paul writes. “All this is from 
God, 
who 
through 
Christ, 
reconciled us to Himself and 
gave 
us 
the 
ministry 
of 
reconciliation; that is, God was 
in Christ, reconciling the world 
to Himself.” 
In plain fact, the resurrection 
offers the only clear, conclusive 
confirmation of the basic value 
of human history, the only 
absolute evidence that goodness 
is ultimately stronger than evil.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
Several religious-secular serv­ 
ices were planned at the State­ 
house today to memorialize Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. on the 
first anniversary of his assassi 
nation. 
The main service was sched­ 
uled from 4 to 7 p. rn. by the 
Columbus Interfaith Memorial 
Committee, a group of persons 
“opposed to racism.” 
Among the speakers sched­ 
uled were Harrison Joseph, co 
ordinator of the Columbus con 
tingent of the Southern Christ­ 
ian 
Leadership 
Conference, 
which Dr. King founded. 
A group of Ohio State Un! 
versity 
students 
and faculty 
members 
planned 
to 
march 
from the campus to join in that 
service after holding a “teach- 
in” at the university to com­ 
memorate “ Black Friday.” 
The “Black Friday” observ­ 
ance was designed as a day of 
commitment 
against 
racism, 
noting the anniversaries of what 
Associate Professor David Mc­ 
Connell said were the “two as­ 
sassinations,” of Dr. King and 
Jesus Christ. 
One of the groups planning a 
demonstration at the Statehouse 
today said it would be protest­ 
ing what it called ‘subhuman 
conditions known to exist in 
Ohio’s penal system.”

THE TERM “preparation” as 
used by Mark in our opening 
verse refers to the customary 
preparations made in Jewish 
homes for the observance of 
the Sabbath. However, this par­ 
ticular day of preparation was 
a time of another type of prepa­ 
ration, the preparation for the 
resurrection. 
The Sabbath was to begin at 
sunset of the day Jesus was 
crucified. Inasmuch as He died 
at about three o’clock in the 
afternoon, there was very little 
time left for the burial. And 
even though arrangements had 
been made for the removal of 
the bodies from their crosses 
before the Sabbath, it was 
necessary for special arrange­ 
ments to be made for the body 
of Jesus in order to Avoid its 
being put in the common grave 
reserved for criminals. 
Joseph of Arimathaea was a 
man of means, of refined mind 
and high social position. He had 
an incorruptible passion for jus­ 
tice, a good heart and had led a 
blameless life. He had already 
been enlightened by Jesus and 
his heart was drawn to Him. A 
respected member of the Sanhe- 


and spices and took it to the 
new sepulchre which Joseph had 
ordered cut into a stone cliff for 
his own burial. 
As M ar y Magdalene and 
Mary, the mother of Jesus 
watched, the body was placed in 
the tomb and a heavy stone was 
rolled across its opening to keep 
out grave robbers and wild ani­ 
mals. Matthew tells us that, at 
the insistence of the Jewish au­ 
thorities, Pilate “sealed” the 
stone and placed Roman guards 
at the tomb (Matthew 27:62- 
66). 
The entombment took place 
late Friday afternoon, before 
sunset. The next day was the 
Sabbath, on which no work was 
done. Early the following morn­ 
ing (Sunday). Mary Magdalene, 
Mary (the mother of James), 
and Salome went to the sepul­ 
chre to anoint Jesus' body with 
a liquid - type of embalming 
spices.

Pigeon Pill 
Under Test 
In Florida 


GAINESVILLE, Fla. (AP) - 
Pigeon-plagued Americans, take 
heart! Relief may be just a 
grain away. 
Birth control pills in the form 
of corn kernels are being fed to 
pigeons by scientists at the Uni­ 
versity of Florida. If they do the 
job, as expected, the pigeon 
population explosion in many 
cities may be curbed. 
Pigeons dirty up buildings, 
make fire escapes hazardous, 
create fire hazards by building 
nests out of combustible m ate­ 
rials, and spread germs. 
Tests at special feeding sites 
in Gainesville, Jacksonville, St. 
Augustine and Ocala have been 
started to determine if the pill 
will work on pigeons in the 
South. 
The pill is really a kernel of 
com coated with a drug called 
chemosterilant. This is covered 
with another compound to hide 
the taste. The drug is expected 
to be effective for three to six 
months. 
The drug on the grain affects 
only the female. For three to six 
months it reduces the number of 
eggs laid and lowers the hatcha-
